PROMISE BETTER PRICES 


Jefferson City, Mo., July 28.— W ith 
decreased 
supplies 
of 
hogs to 
be 
marketed during 
at 
least ten more 
months and with further 
price 
ad­ 
vances 
probable, 
Missouri farm ers 
should fare better than farm ers 
of 
most of the other corn belt states, the 
Missouri Co-operative Crop Reporting 
Service says in farm data gathered 
through rural mail carriers and 
re­ 
leased through the State Board 
ol 
Agriculture. 
The farm ers of this state had 78 
per cent as many sow s to farrow 
this 
spring as last, the report shows, 
in 
making the foregoing declaration, but 
saved as m any pigs as one year 
ago. 
The greatest decrease in pigs as one 
year ago. 
The greatest deer ease 
in 
pigs occurred in North, W est and Cen­ 
tral Missouri sections, the report con­ 
tinued, and the sm allest in the south­ 
ern part of the state. 
Corn belt production of spring pigs 
was 89.4 per cent of one 
year ago, 
from 80 per cent as m any sows, while 
United Staets pig production is 91.3 
per cent of the 1924

Caruthersville, July 28.— Work 
on 
the highway through Pemiscot Coun­ 
ty has been begun, both at the south­ 
ern and end of the highway. 
In the 
southern part of the county 
at 
the 
state line, where the 
Missouri con­ 
crete highway is connected with 
the 
Arkansas State 
Highway 
workmen 
are rapidly completing the new right- 
of-way, which eliminates many of the 
crooks and turns 
in 
the road. 
The 
highway at this point goes right thru 
the cotton field of a farm there, but 
the Missouri surveyors have shorten­ 
ed the route through the county about 
three miles and are building the road 
in a straight line wherever possible. 
This has necessitated the buying of i 
new right-of-way for nearly $10,000, 
but considering the saving in mileage 
and 
the 
construction 
cost 
of this 
shorter route the plan is a good one. 
Near 
Hayti 
the new 
right-of-way, 
which runs just east of the town, 
is 
being completed and all of the curves 
in the 20 odd miles route are 
being 
largely eliminated. 
The new highway, which is 
being 
built of re-enforced concrete, 18 feet 
in 
width, 
runs 
from 
the so-called 
Portageville concrete road, about nine 
miles south of that town, directly to 
the Arkansas state line and there con­ 
nects 
with 
the 
Arkansas concrete 
highway 
to 
Blytheville 
and towns 
south and on to Memphis. 
The Mis­ 
souri stretch being constructed just 
now through 
this 
county is costing 
nearly $600,000 and is to be complet­ 
ed by December 31. 
The route in traversing Pemiscot 
County does not touch but one town 
directly 
and 
this 
is Steel, through 
which the route runs. 
It goes to the 
east of Hayti and to the west of Hol­ 
land and is the shortest distance be­ 
tween Portageville and the state line 
of Arkansas. 
Most of the old num­ 
ber nine route, which was originally 
laid out, has been abandoned and new 
right-of-way built and the stretch of 
road, which is a very essential one on 
the route from Memphis to St. t o 
was rushed in construction at the be­ 
hest of the federal government. 
More money has been spent in this 
county 
than 
had 
been alloted 
the 
county by the State Highway Board 
for this 
year, but 
inasmuch as the 
road was so essential to tourist tra v ­ 
el and was the only stretch of dirt 
road between Memphis and St. Louis, 
the highway commission rushed 
the 
work on this road, and 
construction 
work in Pemiscot County is one of the 
largest 
projects 
of 
the 
Missouri 
highway commission during the year.

Promise of recovery in all branches 
of the live stock industry is indicated. 
Heavy 
steers 
have 
been 
bringing 
higher prices than last year. Hogs are 
nearly double the price of a year ago, 
and lambs have been higher priced. 
Hogs this fall are 
probably 
ap­ 
proaching the peak of a price cycle, 
the departments believes. 
It points 
out for the guidance of producers that 
some far-sighed hog raisers are al­ 
ready considering probable heavy pig 
production in 1926 
and 
lower price 
levels thereafter. 
"Truck crops are coming in for 
a 
share of price recovery this season", 
the report 
says. 
“ Early 
estimates 
suggest a potato production of only 
about 3.1 bushels per 
capita, which 
would be on a par with those well re­ 
membered short years, 1911 and 1919. 
Onions, cabbage, melons and peaches 
have been selling 
at 
two or 
three 
times last year’s prices, and seeming­ 
ly have a brisk fall market ahead.. 
“Rains last month added to hay and 
late oats. 
Corn is making ears now 
and looks good as a whole. 
A fairly 
good spring wheat crop seems assur­ 
ed, despite considerable hot weather 
damage and some 
rust 
in 
the Red 
River valley.

Pinching Blackberries 
and Black Raspberries 


Summer pinching of blackberries and 
black raspberries should be started the 
middle of .Tune, advises J. H. Clurk 
Instructor In fruit growing at the New 
Jersey College of Agriculture, in New 
Brunswick. 
This type of pruning consists of 
pinching out the top of the growing 
cane when It has reached a height of 
18 to 24 Inches. This will encourage 
the growth of side branches and In 
stead of a long, »lender, unbranched 
cane, a short, stocky stem will he pro 
duoed with the bearing are» scattered 
over several branches. 
If the canes are pinched as soon as 
they reach the desired height, the work 
r an he done with the thumb and Angers, 
since the growing tip Is soft and easily 
broken out. 
However. If the cane Is 
allowed to grow uutll It Is much above 
lids height. 
It will harden 
so that 
shears must be used. In such a case, 
the plant lias wasted its energy pro­ 
ducing the section of cane which Is ent 
off, and often the laterals produced 
will not be as strong or as well-dis­ 
tributed as where pinching 
Is done 
earlier. 
It Is usually not advlsahle to pinch 
the canes of red raspberries, since It 
results In the production of more and 
weaker < anes, Instead of the desired 
laterals.

S tate s D epartm ent of A griculture se­ 
lected salt from m ore than 40 different 
chem icals as the most satisfactory for 
th is purpose. T h e fo u r prime requisites 
of a satisfactory chemical with which 
to kill b arb erries are cheapness, a v a ila ­ 
bility, effectiveness and a minimum o f ; 
d ang er to ad jacen t plants and to g raz­ 
ing anim als. 
In th e final selection of 
chem icals for th is purpose only three 
w ere found to he both cheap and effec­ 
tive. 
T hese are salt, sodium ansenlte 
and kerosene. 
Danger in Sodium Arsenite. 
Sodium a rsen ite is very effective but 
it is extrem ely poisonous to live stock. 
B ecause of this d an g er It is not rec­ 
om m ended for general u*e. 
K erosene 
is cheap and effective hut Its aetiou is 
very slow. 
B arb erries treated 
with 
kerosene in the su m m er often are not 
dead until the beginning of the next 
sum mer. 
A nother great disadvantage 
In the use of kerosene ts the difficulty 
experienced in tran spo rtin g It to the 
place of application. 
Salt, preferably crushed rock salt or 
ice cream salt, seem s to he ideal for 
the purpose as 
it 
Is 
com paratively 
cheap and easily obtainable. 
It Is very 
effective. 
T en pounds will kill a bush 
having a diam ete r of 12 inches at the 
base 
Salt ordinarily is not ixdsouous 
to live stock, hut »»verdosos of It have 
proved fatal to some animals, especial­ 
ly hogs and poultry. Some precautions 
m ust he observed, therefore. In the a p ­ 
plication of salt to barberries, to p re­ 
vent any possibility of h a n u to live 
stock 
If salt 
Is applied to bushes 
growing 
In pastures, the cattle and 
horses -hould he properly salted be­ 
forehand to insure they Hre not salt- 
hungry when they are turned into the 
pasture. 
Not A lw ays Favored. 
In spite of the fact that salt Is very 
satisfactory as a killer for barberries 
Its use is not recommended In every 
instance, 
if the barberry to he killed 
Is close to valuable plants or trees. It 
Is advisable to dig It. 
Bushes or trees 
whose root system s intermingle with 
the root system of the barberry un 
doubtedly will he somewhat damage d 
by salt applied to the barberry. 
T he Ja p an ese burberry

spread stem rust aud should not be 
destroyed.

Number of Times Alfalfa 
Should Be Cut for Hay 


T he n um b er of tim es alfalfa should 
be cut for bay In n o rth ern latitud es 
has not been settled. 
P ro fesso r L. F. 
G raber of the Wisconsin College of Ag­ 
riculture is a firm believer in cutting 
alfalfa twice. 
He holds that th e two- 
cutting plan saves labor, th a t the al­ 
falfa Is less likely to w interkill, and 
that m ore favorable w eather fo r hay­ 
ing can he depended upon. 
F urther, 
when the two-cutting system Is ern 
ployed, hay m aking comes w hen there 
Is no interferen ce with corn cultlva 
tlon or harvest. 
Mr. G raber found th a t alfa lfa which 
was cut In the bud stage th re e tim es a 
season yielded 1.9 tons per acre, that 
cut In the tenth-bloom 
stag e 
three 
times a season yielded 2.7 to n s per 
acre, and th at cut only tw ice per year 
In the full bloom stag«* yielded 8.4 
tons per acre. 
W hen only two cuttings of alfalfa 
are made, the hay. while the yield Is 
larger, is also much coarser, 
So far 
as we know, experiments have not been 
conducted to determ ine th e 
relative 
feeding value of alfalfa hay cut two 
and th ree times during the season. 
It 
would be well 
if such 
exp erim ents 
were m ade to determ ine th e relative 
feeding value of hay cut by th ese tw * 
plans and the amount of w aste. 
It Is 
quite possible lhat by grinding alfalfa 
the co arser hay 
would sorve nearly 
as well aud that, owing to th e larger 
yield, It would produce as m uch or 
more milk.

Near

runs 
from

Pinching Blackberries 
and Black Raspberries 


Summer pinching of blackberries and 
black raspberries should be started the 
middle of .Tune, advises J. H. Clark, 
Instructor In fruit growing at the New 
Jersey College of Agriculture. In New 
Brunswick. 
This type of pruning consist* of 
pinching out the top of the growiug 
cane when It has reached a height of 
18 to 24 inches. 
This will encourage 
the growth of (tide branches and In 
Stead of a long, slender, unhranched 
cane, a nhort, stocky stem will be p ro 
duoed with the bearing area acattered 
over several branches. 
If the canes are pinched as noon as 
they reach the desired height, the work 
can he d o n e with the thumb and fingers, 
since the growing tip Is soft and easily 
broken out. 
However. If the cane la 
allowed to grow uutll It Is much above 
This height. 
It will 
harden 
so that 
shears must he used. 
In such a case, 
the plant has wasted Its energy pro 
dudng the section of cane which Is cot 
off, and often the laterals produced 
will not be as strong or as well-dls 
trlbuted as where pinching Is done 
earlier. 
It Is usually not advisable to pinch 
the cane* of red raspberries, since it 
results In the production of more and 
weaker canes, Instead of the desired 
laterals. 


Spraying Raspberries 
The spraying of tree fruits haa been 
developed to a high degree, but the 
spraying of raspberries for anthracnoae 
has uot yet become a widely practiced 
commercial proposition. 
There is evi­ 
dence at band which Indicates that 
with proper precautions spraying la a 
good proposition. 
Evei^r effort should 
be taken to bring the young plantation 
to the bearing age practically free 
from infection; after that the delayed 
donnant spray should bn chiefly rnUnd

Crushed rock salt Is the best chemi­ 
cal to use In killing the common bar­ 
berry which spreads the black stem 
rust of cereals. 
Officials of the United 
States Department of Agriculture ae* 
Iscted salt from more than 40 different 
chemicals as the nmst satisfactory for 
this purpose. T he four prime requisites 
of a satisfactory chemical with which 
to kill barberries are cheapness, availa­ 
bility, effectiveness and a minimum of 
danger to adjacent plants and to graz­ 
ing animals. 
In the final selection of 
chemicals for this*purpose only three 
were found to he both cheap and effec­ 
tive. 
These are salt, sodium ansenlte 
snd kerosene. 
D in g sr in Sodium Arssnits. 
Sodium arseuite is very effective but 
It Is extremely poisonous to live stock. 
Because of this danger It Is not rec­ 
ommended for general u«e. 
Kerosene 
Is cheap and effe«-tlvs hut Its actlou Is 
very slow. 
Burberries treated with 
kerosene In the summ er often are not 
dead until the beginning of the next 
summer. 
Another great disadvantage 
In the use of kerosene Is the difficulty 
expertem-ad In transporting it to the 
place of application. 
Salt, preferably crushed r«x*k salt or 
ice cream salt, seems to he Ideal for 
the purpose ms 
It 
Is comparatively 
cheap and easily obtainable 
It Is very 
effective. 
Ten pounds will kill a bush 
having a «11ameter of 12 Inches at the 
base 
Sslt ordinarily Is not |a»lsonous 
to live stock, hut overdose* of it hsvs 
proved fHtal to some animals especial­ 
ly hog* and poultry. 8<>m** precautions 
must he observed, therefore, in the ap­ 
plication «»f salt to barberries, to pre­ 
vent any possibility of harm to live 
stock 
If salt 
is applied to hushes 
growing In pasture*, the cattle snd 
horses should he pr«»perty salted be­ 
forehand to insure they are not salt- 
hungry when they are turned Into the 
pasture. 
Not Always Favored. 
lu spite of the fa«*t that salt I* very 
satisfactory us a killer f««r barberries 
Its use I* not recommended In every 
Instance. 
If the barberry to he killed 
is close to valuable plants or trees, It 
Is advisable to dig It. 
Bushes or trees 
whose r»-«*t systems Intermingle with 
the root system of the barberry un 
doubtedly will he somewhat damaged 
by salt applied to the barberry. 
The .Tapaneae burberry 
does 
not 
spread stein rust snd should not bo 
destroyed.

Number of Times Alfalfa 
Should Be Cut for Hay 
The number of times alfalfa should 
be cut f«>r hay In northern latitudes 
has not been settled. 
Professor L. F. 
Q rsber of the Wtsronsln College of Ag­ 
riculture is a firm believer In cutting 
alfalfa twice. 
He holds that the two- 
cuttlng plan saves labor, that the al­ 
falfa Is less likely to winterkill, and 
that more favorable w eather for hay­ 
ing can he depended upon. 
Further, 
when the two-cultlng system Is em 
ployed, hay making comes when there 
Is no interferen«e with corn cultiva­ 
tion or harvest. 
Mr. Graher found that alfalfa which 
was cut In the bud stage three times a 
season yielded 1.9 tons per acre, that 
cut In the tenth bl<»om 
stage 
three 
times a season yielded 2.7 tons per 
acre, an«l that cut «»nly twice per year 
In the full bloom stage yielded 8.4 
tons per acre. 
When only two cuttings of ulfalfa 
are made, ttie hay. while the yield Is 
larger, is also much coarser. 
So far 
as we know, experiments have not been 
conducted to determine the relative 
feeding value of ulfulfa hay cut two 
and three times during the season. 
It 
would he well 
If such experiments 
were made to determine the relative 
feeding value of hay cut by these tw* 
plans and the amount of waste. 
It la 
quite possible that by grinding alfalfa 
the coarser bay would serve nearly 
ae well aud that, owing to the larger 
yield, It would produce as much or 
more milk.
